David, 


Since I can't do much CW work in the day, I chose the DSW 40 for night time 
CW. However, DSW 20 would let you work CW nearly all the time. It just 
depends on what you want. For instance: 


80m - LOTS of static crash noise from lightning during foul weather, but an 
excellent night band. 


40m - Some of the same problem as 80m, but the biggest source of noise is 
the foreign AM broadcast stations that 40m is shared with. They start 
coming in during the evening real strong and can nearly shut down some 
chuncks of 40m. However, there is plenty of elbow room to find a place to 
work. I have liked doing local work on this band, inter and intra state. 


30m - not a lot of elbow room here, but a great CW band (in fact, it is CW 
only). 


20m - can work DX both day and night on this band. 


I personally chose the DSW-40 when I did because at the time it was where I 
had an allocation as a Tech+. I've upgraded my license now so that is a 
moot point. However, I do like working CW on 40m. 


Whichever DSW rig you get, you will no doubt be pleased with the 
construction and operating experience!

Hi Gang! 
SMK-1 #66 lives! First contact still to come. The story of the construction 
is unique (so far!). It was a joint effort between XYL Gena KBOWDI, and 


myself. This was a GREAT togetherness project where we worked together 

to successfully complete this little beauty. 

The layout for this construction project was on the dining room table, 
covered with white craft paper. On top of the craft paper was a discarded 
quilter's rotary cutter mat. It provided the workspace used to finish the 
transceiver. An arm mounted, illuminated magnifier was mounted on the 
table over the soldering area. My new soldering station from Circuit 
Specialists (Thanks for the tip, QRP-L) was on my right. Gena and the 

parts bags were on the left side of me. A cup measuring cup was used 

to pass the parts from QC (KBOWDI) to the assembly tech (NOADQ). 

Gena would remove the parts from the carriers, put them in the cup, and 
call out the part number(s). Then, I would tin the right hand pad, place 
the part with a straight tweezers, and tack the part down onto the tinned 
pad. Slight adjustments in the part position were accomplished using the 
end of my solder wire. The left side was soldered, and any touchup needed 
on the right side was then done. The capacitors were easy, since there 
were no markings. Once we got to the resistors, having the numbers in the 
same orientation made the placement a bit more interesting. (I know, I know, 
it makes no difference to the circuit or electrons, but it does to me.) In 
the case of a really bad placement, solder wick came to the rescue. These 
parts, under the magnifier, really are not too hard to work with, and the 
bonus of no leads to clip was great! This isn't so hard! Then came bag #2.. 
Item 21, the PZT2222A went in easy, and then a couple more resistors, and 
then we went to the little transistors. Those took a bit more effort with 
three tiny leads, but they were the practice for the IC's. So, figure out 
where pin 1 is, tack it down and solder the 8 leads. Solder bridges galore! 
But, I had learned from another learned source (Curt, WB2V) that solder 
wick is our friend. Don't sweat the bridges, just wick them off! So, with 
QC keeping me honest (I needed that), all the parts were mounted, inspected, 
transformer wound and mounted, and the board was finished! 2.5 hours from 
the time the soldering iron was hot! 

Spent and cross-eyed, I put the board away for the day. I then took it to 
the Rochester Amateur Radio club breakfast the next Saturday to show it off, 
and the first question was "Does it work?". With a sheepish grin, I had to 
admit it had not been smoke tested yet, that all parts still had their 
smoke intact. On the other hand, I did get the gratifying OOHs and AAHs. 
This was enough encouragement to add the wires and hook up a headphone, 
antenna jack, and power leads. 

With the anticipation only builders know, I applied power to the SMK-1 #466. 
No Smoke! Hiss in the headphone! So far so good. Hook up the 80-40 dipole, 
and SIGNALS! Switch to the dummy load and hold the key leads together, and 
the meter moves! A transmitter! A smile grows on this bearded face. I run 
downstairs, interrupt QC who wonders what did he do now.. I hold out my 
hand, and say IT LIVES! We have brought another radio into the world 
together. I could not have done it with out her! 

Now, to try and make a contact! 

Thanks to all the NorCal gang! I wear the T-shirt proudly, remembering 

the meeting I attended a couple of years ago. First the 38 Special, now 


the SMK-1. Not to mention QRP-P, the resistor kit, the capacitor kit, 
and the toroid kit. You all make this a better hobby!

This is still a work in progress, but I wanted to share it, 
hoping that others would try it and help refine the 
approach. 


I have come up with a way which seems to stabilize the 
regeneration in a regen receiver (the Kitchin bipolar 
circuit) so 

that the regeneration control is very smooth. It may result 
ina 

slight loss of sensitivity, 

but that can be made up elsewhere. This is done by placing a 


low capacitance, high frequency, low leakage, Schottky diode 


(1N6263, 1N5711, etc.) from the base of the transistor to 
the collector (anode to base, cathode to collector). This is 
the 

familiar technique used in Schottky logic devices to 
increase switching speed by preventing a bipolar transistor 
from going into saturation. In my experience, a bipolar 


transistor on the brink of saturation is a rather unstable 
device. So, this is how I think (?) the diode works in the 
radio. Normally, advancing the regeneration control too far 
past the "optimum" point drives the transistor into 
saturation. Since the Schottky diode has a lower forward 
voltage drop than the transistor it will begin to conduct 
before the transistor goes into saturation. As far as I can 
tell, this has two effects on the regenerative detector. The 


first is saturation prevention as has already been 
mentioned. The second is a loading effect on the LC circuit. 


The diode begins drawing current from the base circuit, thus 


loading down (reducing Q) of the resonant circuit. The 
effect takes place quite gently which is why the transistor 
now breaks very smoothly into regeneration. 


This approach, also, seems to allow the regen transistor to 
operate at a higher voltage. In one experiment I ran the 
detector with the full battery voltage of 9 volts. 


Because this modification has such a dramatic effect on the 
performance of the receiver, you will probably need to 
re-optimize the value of the regen pot, feedback capacitor, 
and the position of the tap on the antenna coil. 


Try this out and post feedback. I believe this idea is worth 
pursuing.

The keyline should go from the right hand lead as shown on the 
drawing that is on the first page of the manual. In other words, switch R1 


and the keyline leads. C3 should go from pad 5 to ground. Sorry for the 
confusion. Operator error (meaning the dummy doing the cad drawing, me!!).

If I were to choose just one band to work, it would definitely be 

40m. For the time of day I have to play radio (early morning, evenings 
and often LATE evenings) it is the band of choice for almost the entire 
sunspot cycle. Also it is a friendlier band than 20m, the runner-up 
choice. A further reason is that 40m will allow you to meet, on the air, 
the local QRP ops. By local I mean within 300-400 miles, available 
during the daytime. These fellas (and gals perhaps) will be a great 
source of comradeship and advice. And I am sure that there will be 
plenty of action in the evenings as well, although the noise level 
sometimes engulfs the little signals from a QRP rig. 


20m would be the 2nd choice. There is lots of action around 14060, 
especially nice for those living east of the rockies.

Now that "Manhattan" style construction and surface mount components are all 
the rage the options to placing radios in Altoids tins has greatly expanded. 


A good start would be an SMK-1. If you don't mount the pots on the board and 
use miniature pots mounted through the lid the board just fits. In fact, you 
can actually fit it in an Altoids box using the standard pots installed as 
supplied, but the shafts will come out the front and require modification to 
the front lip of the lid. But I think it would fit. 


Other possible options would be the Pixie, 49er, MRX/TT2(SMK-1), 
neophyte/cubic incher, and SST circuits to name a few. All of these circuits 
are simple enough that a well planned Manhattan style construction could be 
done in an altoids tin. You could even use the tin as the building surface 
ground plane instead of a piece of circuit board as it solders very easily.

The Version 3 QRP-L CD's are now in circulation. I gather from some of the 
volunteers that at least some word of this has gotten around, but I've been 
off on vacation and I see my QRP-L folder has around 400 messages for me to 
wade through, so I haven't yet read the relevant messages. I gather Jim did 
a good job, tho. 


This is the same deal as before, the volunteer distributors have the choice 
of offering it for $10 to cover the cost of duplication, mailing, etc., or 
requiring you to send them a blank CD-R in a self-addressed, prepaid CD 
mailer. The idea here is that the volunteer distributors shouldn't pay more 
than their time to get these things out. But the choice is the volunteer's 
as to whether it's the prepaid mailer/cd or ten bux. I think you can 
understand that some will want to prepare a bunch ahead of time using a 
brand of CD they trust and potentially mailers that they can easily address. 
Others will prefer not to deal with money through the mail. 


All (2) of the stateside volunteers have indicated that they have received 
the CD's, and another has a mailer on the way to me. The DX volunteers will 
announce when they have received their CD's. For those of you across the 
pond wondering whether to load up a mailer with U.S. postage, there are 
volunteers in Australia, Spain and the U.K. Obviously, the cost might be a 
little higher overseas since postage will vary depending on where you are 
relative to the volunteer distributor.

You didn't mention whether the antenna is used on multiple bands with a 
tuner, or optimized for a single band. 

If your 450 ohm feedline length has been adjusted to give 50 ohms through 
the 4:1 balun on a specific band, then changing to 300 ohms will change that 


slightly. You would have to shorten the feed line slightly to compensate 
for the velocity factor of the 300 ohm twinlead. 
That's kind of a long winded way of saying, "It depends." :-) 


Let us have some more info, and maybe someone can give you a more precise 
answer.

Gang, 
I can't believe they shrunk the K2 -- by 65 percent! 


Living close to Elecraft's Northern Technology Campus, in Belmont, CA, has 
its benefits. Over the past four months or so, I've watched the K1 
Development Project move from a wad of parts on Wayne's breadboard to a 
Dayton-ready dual-bander - soon-ready for hiking trails and 'Motel-6' 
guests around the globe. 


The K1 is an elegant little CW day/night bander that is l-o-n-g overdue. 
There are times when the K2 is just too much of a lump to pack - too big, 
heavy and expensive to throw in the rucksack and lug up the mountain, or no 
room for it in the briefcase. For the business traveler or the hiker, the 
K1 will offer less volume, weight and price -- making it a no-brainer to 
pack. 


The user interface is (not surprisingly) very K2-like. If you've mastered 
Elecraft's tap/hold scheme on the K2 front panel, you'll come up to speed 
on the K1 in minutes. Having an LCD tuning indicator is pure luxury. It may 
be heresy, but I've never liked the AFA schemes in the smaller radios. I 
like to see where I am on the band and listen to the QSO, not the AFA. I 
also like ‘wall-to-wall' tuning - 150kHz on either band. No eee: 
toroids or fiddling with extended tuning mods to get the ‘whole’ band 

it's all there. The K1 has an internal keyer and two message buffers, a new 
AGC circuit and some very cool LEDs that ignite for RIT/XIT to help you 
keep track of where you are. (Yes, you can menu-disable the LEDs to 
conserve battery.) The K1 draws a skimpy 48mA on RX - not bad for RX 
performance that Wayne ranks "in the league of the 40A or Sierra." 


Mercifully, Eric "QRO" Swartz co-engineered the TX/PA section so you'll get 
an honest 5watts on 40m & 20m - no after-market " 5W amp" needed. 


It's got legs! The nifty KBR1 ground-mount bracket (optional) - allows for 
excellent hostile terrain support for the K1. It even doubles as a mobile 
mounting bracket if you invert it. If the KBR1 doesn't appeal to you, 
simply place the K1 atop your K2 and deploy the K2's tilt bail - looks like 
they were made for each other! 


Summing it up: At $269 the K1 is an excellent value. One-third the volume 
of the K2. CW day/night bands. LCD display. Three crystal filter 
bandwidths. Internal keyer with msg buffers. Internal speaker. Gobs of 
Burdick-like trickery in the user interface -- all in a very small box! All 
you need is a briefcase/rucksack and you're K1-ready!

You will hear many opinions on this ... so, here's mine: 
y op 


If you are shooting for a target speed, set your character speed a few over 
that target speed. For example, if you want to be proficient at 20wpm, 
listen to the chars at 22-24 wom .... that way the 20wpm will be a bit 
easier when you go to copy it! Increase the spacing speed with your 
learning and progression. 


BUT, I will make the absolute most important recommendation: Get xon the 
airx and listen to real-time CW as much as you can on the bands ... when 
possible, substitute live CW for any recordings or CW-generating software. 
It's tough to judge speeds on the air, but copy what you're almost 
comfortable with and go from there. Be sure to push your "comfort zone". 
There's no short cut to copying higher speeds ... it just takes lots of 
practice! (I'm always practicing)

Folks, 


I love debugging hardware - you know when you're done. (Unlike debugging 
software, when you know you'll never be done.) 


I assembled this SMK-1 (graciously provided by Dick, W2SCF) last Sunday, and 
first applied power last night. No smoke, but only a hiss in the headphones. 
(Using a 2 £t. clip lead for an antenna, I should have heard something.) 
Tracked the problem down today to a faulty C24, the 390 pF cap at the input 
to the output pi network. It didn't show DC continuity to ground, but it was 
definitely loading down the antenna on receive. I replaced it with a leaded 
330 pF cap, and it whistles happily now! I don't know if I installed the 
wrong part or damaged the one I had, but it definitely had a problem. I 
tried the transmit briefly (with a dummy load) and I get LOTS of sidetone. 
(No power indicator here, so I can't say how much juice it transmits. I want 
to get the right cap in the pi network before I go much further anyway.) 


I want to thank Norcal and Dave Fifield for making an excellent kit - well 
documented, simple to construct & tune, and inexpensive. If it weren't for 
the fact that a surface-mount board pretty much has to be multi-layer, I'd 
be making some of my own. A guy could get used to not trimming leads... 


Now to build an antenna, an SWR indicator, find my key... you think a 4 amp 
power supply will keep this little rig happy? (Grin)
